by 
backw ard 
conditions 
earlier In the season was effaced by 
the 
wonderful 
crop 
which 
now 
crowned the efforts of the pioneers. On 
th eir finest eastern farm s they had 
seen nothing to equal the great stand 
of wheat and oats which now envel­ 
oped them, neck-high, whenever they 
invaded It. 
The great problem before 
the settlers was the harvesting of this 
crop. 
It was a mighty task to at­ 
tem pt with their scythes, but there 
was no 
self-binder, or even reaper, 
within many railes. 
Finally Morrison solved the problem 
for the whole community by placing 
no order, at a fabulous figure, for a 
self-binder from the United States. It 
was a cumbrous, wooden fram e con 
trlvnnce. guiltless of the roller hear­ 
ings, floating aprons, open elevators, 
and sheaf carriers of a later day. hut 
It served the purpose, and with its aid 
the harvest of the little settlem ent j 
was safely placed in sheaf.

Automobile Truck Bill W ill Be­ 
come O perative January tat. 


The automobile truck bill, known as 
Senate Bill No. BJI. will not go into 
Affect until January I, 1922, according 
to advice received from the attorney 
general’* office at Austin by G. M. 
Knobel of the Manufacturers* Asso­ 
ciation of San Antonio. 
The attorney 
general rule* that the bill, passed 
at the last session of the legislature - 
and generally supposed to go into of-) 
feet leat Saturday, 
will not go into 
effect until next year. 
This bill fixe* a regular annual Ii-! 
cense on trucks and provides a mileage | 
£aji for every nil Ie the truck travels * 
outside the cfty limits, this tax being 
from one to eight cent* the mile, ac­ 
cording to the size of the truck. 
The 
bill provides that a record must be 
kept of the mileage traveled in every 
county and reports made each month. 
“ This bill works a hardship,” Mr. 
Knebel said, 
“ on all truck owners 
and operators who have business out­ 
side tht ciiy limits. 
It is also a great 
annoyance to the large industrial con­ 
cerns which have been established a 
short distance outside the city limits. 
lf this law is put into effect, it will 
have the tendency to drive the truck 
out of business. It is hoped th a t at the 
coming special session of the legisla­ 
ture that the undesir able features w ill 
be eliminated ’ — ban Antonio Light.

The Rein. 


One of the best and most opportune 
rains th a t has visited Medina county 
in m any years started falling between 
4:00 and 6:00 o’clock Saturday morn­ 
ing 
and 
continued 
interm ittently 
throughout Saturday, 
Sunday, 
Mon­ 
day and Tuesday. 
The g reatest pre­ 
cipitation occurred S aturday, a tittle 
in excess of five inches being recorded 
for th a t day. 
The rain covered the entire county, 
but rep o rts received 
from different 
points indicate th a t the g reatest pre­ 
cipitation was in the vicinity of Hondo. 
However, none of our neighbors seem 
to be in the l»ast envious as they 
w ere all happy over the am ount re 
ceived. 
The rain came gently and did 
no dam age to the tenderest vegeta­ 
tion. 
W hile all the stream s in the county 
w ere converted into rivers none of 
them oveiflowed their banks and no 
dam age was done, this condition being 
the resu lt of the m anner in which the 
rain f e ll- a hard show er passing over 
and running off before being succeeded 
by another downpour. 
W hile the rain would perhaps have 
proven of g re a te r value had it come a 
week or ten days sooner, it neverthe­ 
less would be impossible to estim ate 
its value in dollars and cents. 
While 
some of th e young corn was damaged 
!'0?n«>wh«t from the long dry spell the 
value to the early planting in making 
heavy corn, 
will 
largely offset this 
loss. 
T he year 1921 will prove the 
banner corn year in Medina county. 
W hile it is possible we have 
had 
g re a te r yields per acre than will be 
harvested this year, 
the excess in 
acreage planted in corn far exceeds 
th a t of anv other y ear in the history 
of the county and there will be “ hog 
and hom iny” a plenty for a long time 
to come. 
Range conditions w ere never better. 
A heavy coat of grass and weeds furn­ 
ish grazing for stock already fat, and 
the only draw back now is a m arket to 
place our people on “ easy s tre e t.’ 
H ow ever, as pastures are well supplied 
w ith g rass and w ater the cost to the 
ranchm en to carry their cattle for 
a considerable tim e will be negligible, 
and it is the general concensus of 
opinion th a t the depression 
in this 
industry is nearing its end. 
When the 
revival comes our stockm en will be in 
position to take full advantage of it. 
lf tim es w ere norm al the people of 
this section would be extrem ely pros­ 
perous, and as it is we doubt th a t there 
is anv section in th e whole United 
S tates m ore 
prosperous 
than 
this 
right here in Medina county. 
According to Judge H as ss, voluntary 
U. S. w eather observe**, the last rainy 
spell netted this section a total of 
7.17 inchea. 


Bridges to Be Reconstructed. 
At a meeting of the commiasioners 
court this week contracts were let for 
the reconstruction of bridges that had 
been destroyed by high water. 
The 
first of there will probably be the 
Biry budge over the Hondo river, on 
the Hondo-Devine road. 
This bridge 
Was destroyed by the high water of 
two y«ars ago. 
This new bridge will 
have an elevation of five feet above 
the old bridge, and it is hardly thought 
probable that it will ever again be 
disturbed ny fi »od waters. 
This bridge 
is a necer-iiy to a large number of 
people living rn the lower part of the 


I county and its r n onstruction will be 
hailed with pl* asure hy them. While the 
contract does not specifically call for 
it, we understand it is the purpose of 
the company, if possible, to open this 
bridge to traffi- by October Isl. 
The other bridge will be erected 
over the Medina river, at the site of 
the old wooden bridge that fell a vic­ 
tim to flood waters some years ago. 
Both of these are to be steel bridges. 
The Alamo Construction Company has 
the contracts.

dates and buttermilk. 
Their pastry 
Is dipped in the honey of wild bee*. 
The devil I* supposed to have caught 
a guest when he chokes at a meal. 
and if polite he would cut hi* cheek 
I from Jaw to Jaw to show that food 
I caught in hi* teeth rather than that 
j he choked intentionally. 
If milady were to wear her Raster 
hat into this part of the Holy land 
1 she might he murdered. 
For in tim 
desert region of Moab there is no ex­ 
cuse for a hat. Easter or no Baster. 
Turban* may he worn by the tribes, 
but there are Bedouins who believe 
that a foreigner has something to con- 
j coal lf he covers his head with a hat.

He sits flown, looks at the ceiling, or 
at the wall just beyond the other man’s 
shoulder, looks everywhere but at the 
other man.

touch the other’s under the table he 
begs pardon. They are mighty polite. 
Once I thought one was going to beg 
my pardon because he accidentally 
looked at me. 
“We don’t do that way out in Wy­ 
oming. If I go into a large restaurant 
and there is only one man at a table 
I go over and sit down with him so 
we can talk 
and 
get 
acquainted. We 
ar** sociable folks 
out 
there 
and every­ 
body wants to know everybody else. 
Way we figure It. life is pretty short 
and a man needs all the friends he 
can get.”—New York Sun.
